The record Christmas death 


rate for a three-day period was 
720 in 1965. In the three-day ob- 
servance last year the toll was 
584. The all-time high for any 
holiday period, 784, was set in a 
four-day Thanksgiving observ- 
ance in 1966. 


"It's a sad commentary if we 


have to take consolation from 
the fact that we didn't set 
record this year," a spokesman 
for the National Safety Council 
said. 


National Fervor 


He said Americans apparently 


have forgotten the national fer- 
vor about traffic safety that en- 
gulfed the Christmas season last 
year during a time Congress 
was considering the subject. 


"If the popular concern with 


traffic safety which showed up 
during the last 12 months were 
still in effect, the total this holi- 
day probably would have been 
toward or below the .low end oi 
our estimate," he said. 


The safety council, with head 


quarters in Chicago, estimated 
beforehand that 625 to 725 per 
sons would lose their lives on 
the nation's highways during 
the Christmas holiday period. 


As a comparison, The Asso 


ciated Press on a nonholidaj 
weekend of equal length to the 
Christmas span logged 484 traf 
fie deaths. This count was mad 
between 6 p.m. Friday, Dec. 15 
and midnight Monday, Dec. 18

morial Day—608 in four days;

What records should you, 
typical taxpayer, keep? 


Preserving the right kind of 


records for tax purposes can be 
vitally important if your income 
tax returns are examined later. 


Here, therefore, are key record- 
keeping points from the Internal 
Revenue Service: 


— Keep a permanent record 


of your earnings — including W- 
2 forms provided by your em- 
ployers and precise statements 
from others contributing to your 
income. Vague estimates 
of 


Income are not acceptable. Also, 
keep copies of all previous tax 
returns. 


Automobile Records 


— If you use your car for 


business purposes and intend to 
deduct a part of the expenses, 
keep records of the original cost 
of the car, annual total and 
business mileage, gas and oil, 
repair costs, garage rent, li- 
cense and 
registration 
fees, 


tolls, chauffeur's salary. 


— If your job Involves travel 


for business purposes, keep a 
diary of all expenses involved 
inclusive hotel bills, transports- 
tips, telephone 
and telegraph 


charges, 
public 
stenographer 


fees. Also keep receipts, paid 
bills and canceled checks to 
document all lodging expenses 
and any other expenses amount- 
ing to $25 or more. However, 
says the IRS, you are NOT 
required to keep receipts for 
transportation costs, such as 
taxi fares, bus fares, 
train 


tickets, "if they are not readily keep 
available." 


If you use your home as an 


office keep a full record of costs 
attributable to the office space 
alone, including an acceptable 


percentage of the cost of the 
house or rent paid, of utilities, 
and of household maintenance 
costs. If business entertainment 
is done in your home, keep 
records of entertainment ex- 
penses, such as catering costs 
and food and liquor bills. Also 
keep guest lists and other 
evidence to show that the enter- 
tainment was for business rath- 
er than social purposes. 


Charitable Contributions 


—If you have made charit- 


able contributions, 
you must 


records of the cash or fair 


market value of any contribu- 
tions of property as well as to 
whom and when made. 


— If there is any chance your 


annual medical expenses will 
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exceed 3 per cent of your 
adjusted gross Income, keep 
copies of all doctor, hospital 
bills and other allied costs. 


All these records should be 


kept at least until the basic 
throe-year statute of limitations 
expires. 


For longer periods: 
— if you buy or sell securi- 


ties, keep full records of the 
purchase date and price of each 
stock or bond you buy, the 
number of shares bought at 
each price, amounts of commis- 
sions, and records of any and 
all stock splits, 
swaps and 


dividends along the line. Also, 
keep records of dates, prices, 
commissions, etc,, at which you 
sell each block of securities. 
Otherwise, when you sell a 
batch of stock at a profit, IRS 
will assume you sold the first 
batch you bought — for which 
you probably paid the lowest 


price, and on which you would 
be liable for the biggest capital 
gains tax. 


Home Costa 


If you buy a home, keep 


full records of the date and 
purchase price, plus ail other 
uosts such as commissions, le- 
als fees, etc. Also keep 
full 


record of major improvements 
or additions to the house When 
you sell the house, keep records 
of all costs involved in the sale, 
for at least three years after 
you pay the tax due for the year 
in which you sold the house. 


However, if to postpone pay- 


ing the capital gains tax you 
then buy a second home within 
a year before or after the date 
on which you sold your first 
house, keep all records back to 
the purchase of the first house 
—until three years after the re- 
turn is due for the year 
in 


which you sell the second house.

Warm Ocean Trips 
Becoming So Popular 
Ship Shortage Feared

NEW YORK (AP) - Christ- 


mas is the beginning of the win- 
ter cruise season, as millions of 
advertisements, 
posters, 
an- 


nouncements and exhortations 
remind everyone until Easter 
time. 


In days gone by the season be- 


tween now and Easter was one 
of little mobility. People stayed 
indoors near the fire as much as 
they could. 


Now the once fortunate few 


who could afford a midwinter 
cruise has become the fortunate 
many, for the ranks of cruise 
passengers have swelled from 
65,000 in 1952 to perhaps 400,000 
this year. 


These statistics, which are 


constantly growing, reflect the 
vast change in habits that have 
come over Americans in this 
age of affluence and leisure. 
America is now on the move 
throughout the year. 


Jet Loss 


This development of the luxu- 


ry midwinter 
cruise for the 


masses is almost in direct pro- 
portion to the loss to jets of pas- 
senger travel on the cold North 
Atlantic route to Europe. 


For example, by the close of 


1967, more than 5.5 million pas- 
sengers will have traveled to 
Europe over the North Atlantic, 
but only 400,000 or so will have 
gone by ship. 


Compare this with a 1948 total 


of 760,000 travelers to Europe, 
more than 500.000 of whom trav- 
eled by ship. Since then, howev- 
er, the ratios have more than 
been reversed, and the advent 
of the superjets is bound to ac- 
celerate the trend. 


Flying has, in fact, left rela- 


tively little business for the 
ships in the foggy North Atlan- 
tic and in some other oceanic 
routes as well, as attested to by 
the recent sale of the Queen 
Mary, a ship that was losing $2 
million a year offering luxury 
where speed and transportation 
were desired. 


Higher Rates 


While the Queen Mary was 


losing money, some of the big 
airlines were earning their first 
profits in many years. So suc- 
cessful were they in attracting 
business that air fares 
fell. 


Ships, were forced to raise 
theirs. 


Reflecting these factors, the 


number of North Atlantic ship 
crossings dropped from 703 in 
the first nine months of 1966 to 
only 639 through September of 
this year. 


But, just as affluence, adver- 


tising and leisure helped devel- 
op jet air travel to Europe, the 
Orient and, in fact, all the conti- 
nents, so did it help make possi- 
ble the mass cruise business. 


Ships that for years traveled 


the stormy northern oceans be- 
gan shifting to where the busi- 
ness went in the winter. They 
headed 
south 
shortly 
after 


Christmas and continued in the 
cruise business until spring. 


It is now the cruise business, 


once a luxury of the rich, that is 
keeping passenger travel afloat 
on the oceans. In fact, a recent, 
study by the Port of New York 
suggests 
that 
perhaps there 


might even be a shortage of; 
cruise ships by 1975. 


Economic Factors 


The port found that, "because 


of various economic uncertain- 
ties in the passenger ship indus- 
try, it is likely that there will 
not be a sufficient supply of pas- 
senger ships to meet the pro- 
jected demand." 


The problem arises because of 


government involvement 
with 


shipbuilding. The fear exists, 
therefore, that foreign govern- 
ments might not want to help 
build ships that will be used 
only, or primarily, for use out of 
American ports. 


Until then, however, the cruis- 


ing American summer and win- 
ter, will float along with the 
greatest of ease, on land, at sea 
and in the air, for any old rea- 
son at all. Maybe someday a 
cruise 
will 
even become a

year during a time Congress 
was considering the subject. 


"If the popular concern with 


traffic safety which showed up 
during the last 12 months were 
still in effect, the total this holi- 
day probably would have been 
toward or below the low end of 
our estimate," he said. 


The safety council, with head- 


quarters in Chicago, estimated 
beforehand that 625 to 725 per- 
sons would lose their lives on 
the nation's highways during 
the Christmas holiday period. 


As a comparison, The Asso- 


ciated Press on a nonholiday 
weekend of equal length to the 
Christmas span logged 484 traf- 
fic deaths. This count was made 
between 6 p.m. Friday, Dec. 15, 
and midnight Monday, Dec. 18.

funds.

The probability that a large part of the 


bridge project cost will have to be financed 
locally is all the more reason for starting 
immediately to plan the project, both as to 
its construction details and its financing. 


In the politics of state and local 


government 
budget-making there is a 


tendency to minimize achievements in the 
anxiety of some special interests groups to 
win'adherents to their cause. So effective 
has been the voice of the school interest in 
Wisconsin, for example, that a survey of 
opinion might very well show a conviction 
that this state is somewhat laggard in its 
investment in that sector of the public 
expenditures budget. 


Thus it is useful occasionally to peruse 


the authoritative statistical comparisons 
that are available, in spite of the fact that 
such comparisons may sometimes be dis- 
torted because of divergences in local and 
state systems of financing. 


The current information bulletin of the 


State Department 
of Public Instruction 


recites the fact that Wisconsin ranks 17th 
among the states of the country in per 
capita expenditure for local schools, which 
is a fair to good rating, remembering that 
this is approximately a median state in its 
economic capacity per capita. In recent 
years we have ranked about 20th, out of the 
50 states. 


It is suggestive also, moreover, that 


Wisconsin ranks eighth among the 50 states 
in estimated cost per student in average 
daily attendance — $580 last year — which 
puts us among the leaders of the country. 
We rank 22nd in annual average salaries 
for teachers, and have a proud rank in 
pupil-teacher ratio — put at 22.3 to 1 — 
which is one of the most widely accepted 
criteria of the professional educators in 
measuring the quality of an educational 
program. 


Some of these comparisons must be 


qualified by other evidence at hand. It 
seems likely that our comparatively high 
per student expenditure is accounted for, 
in part at least, by the fact that so many of 
our school age children do not attend 
public schools, and our school budgets can 
be more liberal than in other states without 
disparity in tax rates as a consequence. The 
ratio of our school age population accom- 
modated by the private and church schools 
is too often ignored in such comparisons. 
The state report notes that only 78.3 per 
cent of our five to 17 year old children are 
enrolled in public schools, which ranks us 
44th among the states. But that is another 
way of saying that we enroll more of our 
young people in non-public schools than all 
except half a dozen states in the country. 
Wisconsin has a compulsory attendance law 
that extends through high school. 


Yet there are some statistical compari- 


sons that are not exactly favorable. We 
rank 31st, for example, in median years of 
schooling that the population has complet- 
ed, at 10.4 years. That means that our adult 
population generally has had less formal 
schooling than in much of the rest of the 
country. There is also a reminder that we 
have some distance to go in reforming the 
organization of our school system. With 545 
separate school districts, we rank 36th, 
although it is fair to say that are our state 
school administration continues to press as 
vigorously as it knows for consolidation and 
integration of school districts. During the 
last year the number of such districts as a 
consequence declined by seven per cent. 


Land Reform in Vietnam 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk has come 


out in defense of the land reform program 
of South Vietnam now under attack by two 
American congressmen. 


Representatives John Moss of California 


and Ogden Reid of New York have charged 
South Vietnam's policy is primarily only 
stated and has not been implemented. They 
base their charges on a secret report of the 
General Accounting Office which Secretary 
Busk has not read. They say that "sweeping 
and dramatic actions must be undertaken 
promptly by the government of South 
Vietnam with the vigorous support of the 
United States " 


The matter of land reform in many 


underdeveloped nations is a serious one. In 
the past, the history has been one of a 
handful of wealthy landowners and virtual- 
ly millions of tenant farmers, toiling 
peasants with little or no ownership of the 
land itself. The argument is that such 
ownership would not only enable the 
peasant to raise his standard of living and 
avoid what sometimes have amounted to 
the consficatory practices of the landown- 
ers. The ownership itself would give him 
confidence and pride and he would work 
harder to develop the potential of the land 
he owns. 


Land reform has therefore become a 


primary political issue in a great many 
Asian countries. South Korea and Japan 
have gone far in limiting land holdings to 
only about ten acres with payments going 
to the large holders whose land has been 
redistributed. 
Taiwan 
officials 
proudly 


describe their extensive land reform pro- 
gram which means that 80 per cent of the 
tillable land is tilled by the people who own 
it and live on it. The American congress- 
men point out that South Vietnam permits 
as much as 247 acres to belong to one land 
owner and they claim that 70 per cent of 
the peasants in the Mekong Delta area 
"now rent from absentee landlords who are 
living it up in Saigon." 


But while land reform certainly is one 


way to encourage Vietnamese peasants to 
resist the Viet Cong and have a little more 
faith in the government in Saigon, the 
program is not without its flaws. The 
average farm in Taiwan is slightly more 
than two acres, certainly not adequate for 
much of a living. Kenya's hard-headed 
Jomo Kenyatta discovered that merely 
redistributing the land resulted in smaller 
yields per acre since the small farmer did 
not have the knowledge and experience fo 
get as much from the land as he could. The 
plight of the southern share-cropper was 
serious during the depression but Ameri- 
can 
agriculture thrives in great part 


because of the large acreages and the 
industrial expertise applied to the business 
of farming. 


Nevertheless, the distances between the 


rich and the poor are so great in most 
underdeveloped countries that extensive 
efforts must be made to narrow the gaps. 
And certainly the government of South 
Vietnam in particular must make such 
efforts to win the support of the peasants it 
claims to represent.
